The wind on the suriace of the earth was then
blowing briskly from the North, Althongh no
public notice of the proposed attempt had been
given, a suspieion seemed to have crept abroad
that such an attempt would be made, and at the
hour of starting a large anmber of persons had
collected iIn the streets and on the nelghbonug
roofs, In sturting, the bLalloon at frst rose
nlmost perpundlcu'ltrly until above the sur.
rounding houses, and then drifted wich the wind
about 160 yards, when Dr. Andrews endeavored
to bring her into the wind, In doing this the
rudder ropes appeared to become lammed, and
the rudder remaipned fixed on one side, cnusing
the balleon to move reund and round in a eircle
for several minutes, still drifiing with the wind
and rising at the same time. At Just the navi-
gators appeared to oblain a partisl control over
their machine, for l!u!ly commenced to move in
varios directlons and soon passed back again
towards the North, going over almost precisely
the smme spot which they had just belore orossed
towards the South. _

That the balluon wa: not drifting with dif
ferent currents ol air was amply proved by the
fact that the streamer attached to the ear, in-
stead ol hanging down as In tho case of an ordi-
nary balloon, stood out from it in different
directions, aa it blown by n strong wind., Some-
times this strenmer pointed towards the head of
the ballooun, sometimes pstern, and again towards
either side, showing that the balloon was moving
in a different direction from the alr which sur-
rounded . The sand ballast, too, which the
voysgers threw out, instead of ilromea; direct,
could be seen blowing away from the car.

It seemed clearly demonstrated that tne bal-
loon possessed motive power ol its own, but it
was at the same time apparent that the proper
mechanism for using that power to iis best
effeot has not yet been obiained. These faults
of construction are, after all, not more than
could fairly have been expectad in any new ma-
chine, and 1f an effective motive power has
really been obtained, there ean be no insur-
nimunlable obstacle to making it entirely edec-
tive,

The voyagers continued to progress towards
the nortn, and disappenred io a cloud when sp-
}mrcml_v about over Blackwell's Islanl. We
have no intelligence of theyr whereabouts up to
the time of going to press,—N. Y. Tribune,

A Sad Calamitv—Capsizing ol a Small
Boat—Loss ol Five Lives,

On Saturdsy aiternoon last n small hoat,
called the Bravo, set gail for Bt, Augustine,
bound up the North river on a pleasure trip,
with ten péersons on board—men. women, and
children, The boat had not proceeded further
thun tive mile: when she got ashore on one of
the shoals, and upon an attempt being made to
et her off she was unlortur.ately capsized, and
her occupants precipita‘ed into the water,
where they were le't stroegling for their lives,
Under these ecircumstances, a Mr. Bravo ex.
nibited a herolsm which was the result of saving
the lives ol two individuals, aud in an effort to
rescue his sister he was drowned with ber.

A young man named Lampheuns succeeded,
after great risk and exertion, in saving Mrs,
Bravo and two other persons, whom he drageed
upon a shoal. He immediniely started for
ncgistance, and after & wulk of two miles ob-
tained the ald of s veral men, who returned
with him to the sevne of the disaster, and
brought ashore the four persons who had been
saved. Among the lost were u little daughter of
Mr, Bravo, and two children ot Mr, Mickler

We regret to state that Mrs, Bravo was rescued
in such sn exhausted conditlon, toat up to Sun-
duy night last slicht hopes were entertained of
her recovery.—Savannak Republican, Jane 1.

A Jewish Divorce.

Y esterday a divores, according to the prac-
tice in the Hebrew Church, took place at the
readence of the Rev, J, Gabriel, AL the pre-
dent term of the Saperior Court s divoree was
obtuined by Lows Rothschild 1rom Bsther
RHothachild, One of the parties desired that a
divorce should also be granted atter the manner
of the Hebrew cusiom, Yesterday it was ac.
complisbed. As it is somewhat Interesting to
know what the ceremony consisted of, we give
it. It was s follows:—The wife, drossod (o
black, with a black veil over her face, appeared
with her husband betore a council of ten men,
members of the Synngogue, There were also
present thres rabbis, one of whom acted as the
petitioner, and Wwrote ont on parchment 4 patilion
in Hebrew asking for a aivorey, aud also wrote
out the decreée of divorce; the second acted
a the respondemt or defendant, nnd the third as
a kind of judge; the coancil of ten acting as o
jury. The man and wife having svoeared, they
g'nod side by side before the conncil, The rab-
ble and council then took an oath, all shaking
hands—the oath 'eing 1o the offect that they
would always consider ine divorce legal and
binding, The wile then removed her vell, and
the rabbl who acted as petitioner read the peti-
t1m in German, and stawd the case to the coun-
ell, who, having heard it, deareed the divorce,
The deoree, folded up, was handed o the hus
pand, and the wite riusing ber npen hands, the
nusbsnd dropped the paper inw them. The
rabbi who d as judge then took it and cul
th» ends ke a fringe. He then handed it wo the

r sldent of the synagowue, telling him to place

Mr. Hennessey arose, and the counsel, lnwyers,
and spectators present all rose, and pressed jor-
ward 10 hear his respon.e. He said :—

May it please your Homor, as the answer of the
Government 10 the que tions propounded by Mr.
